"As to Field. Browder, Jaife and 
Staehel—I’d either make them in­ 
dict themselves or perjure them ­ 
selves." 
The investigating committee is 
in recess until next Tuesday, when 
it will question Budenze further in 
secret session. 
The former managing editor of 
the communist Daily W orker swTore 
in public testimony th at Lattimore 
was a m em ber of a communist 
“cell” and said he was instructed 
by Staehel to “consider Lattimore 
as a com m unist”. 
One of Red Leaders 
Staehel. educational director of 
the communist party, is one of the

Budenz. who left the com m un­ 
ist party in 1945 and is now’ on the 
faculty at Fordham university, tes­ 
tified that he learned of Latti- 
m ore’s alleged activities through 
Staehel, Field and Browder. Jaffe 
he named as a “Soviet espionage 
agent” in the Institute of Pacific 
Relations, whose magazine he said 
Lattim ore edited 
But the veteran of 10 years in 
high communist councils conceded 
that he would "not say” Lattimore 
was the “top Soviet agent” in the 
United States, as charged by Mc­ 
Carthy. 
He also testified that he 
had never met Lattim ore and had 
“never seen any vestige of his com­ 
munist party m em bership”.

Farmers, like practically every­ 
one else, are rather preoccupied 
with 
the 
business 
of

money. T h e i r 
success 
in 
this 
m atter 
during 
the decade from 
1940 
through 
1949 is nothing 
less 
than 
as 
tnunding. F arm ­ 
ers' 
total 
cash 
receipts 
climb 
ed from $8.688, 
000,000 in 1939 
to 
$31.308.000. 
000 in the record year of 1948. 
Last year there was an 1 1 ^ per 
cent 
decline 
to 
$27,703,000,000. 
Will the dow ntrend continue in 
1950? 
Although it is much too early 
in the season to attem pt a forecast 
of total crop production, it may 
be taken for granted that farm ers 
will try again for another bum per 
outturn. G overnm ent supports are 
too attractive for them to do other­ 
wise. 
Acreage cuts may well be 
offset by use of b etter land and 
seed, closer planting and inten­ 
sive cultivation. 
But w eather will 
be the determ ining factor. Should 
th e aggregate 1950 crop again be 
large, farm ers’ total receipts may 
slide 10 per cent more to some­ 
what under $25,000.000,000— a tidy 
sum. nevertheless! 
Factors Behind the Slump 
During the war years, it was ab­ 
solutely essential that farm pro­ 
duction be stepped up to th e limit, 
so that th e needs of our allies and 
of ourselves might be adequately 
provided for. 
History reveals how 
well those needs were met. 
F arm ­ 
ers throughout the land bent their 
shoulders to the wheel and turned 
out unprecedented crops for years 
on end. 
No other country in the 
world ever has matched their mag­ 
nificent performance. 
But after the war ended, fa n n ­ 
ers still continued to produce huge 
crops of wheat, com and 
most 
oth er 
agricultural 
commodities. 
And why not, since government 
price supports guaranteed them a 
handsome 
income? 
Meanwhile, 
Europe has become virtually self- 
sustaining in agriculture, and no 
longer needs to import large quan ­ 
tities of farm products from this 
country. 
The net result has been 
a continued accumulation of agri­ 
cultural commodities, especially in 
the hands of the U. S. government. 
A Mess Of Pottage 
American 
farmers 
in 
recent 
year?* as stated above 
have im­ 
proved their financial statu? by 


leaps and bounds. 
Many among 
them are millionaires. 
Their sons 
drive Cadillacs and other fine cars. 
But are they selling their birth­ 
right for a mess of pottage? 
The 
traditional 
independence 
of 
the 
farmers of this country is, in my 
opinion, in jeopardy. 
I do not be­ 
lieve that the taxpayers will con­ 
tinued indefinitely to countenance 
heavy 
overproduction 
of 
farm 
products at g uarantied prices. The 
situation Is economically and m or­ 
ally unsound. 
Since, however, this is an elec­ 
tion year, the governm ent cannot 
afford to get really tough with the 
farm ers 
But the story will he dif­ 
ferent next yeai 
One government 
official reportedly has said: “These 
production trends will force crack­ 
downs on farm plantings in 1951. 
We’re just starting to bring farm ­ 
ers into line. 
Next year w e’ll hit 
’em harder.” 
Note that phrase, 
‘‘into line”. 
It savors very much 
of regimentation. 
To me, it has 
an ominous ring. 
I sincerely hope 
that more farm ers will come to 
their senses before It is too late. 
One control leads to another. The 
best of all controls is self-control: 
the more self-control, the less im­ 
posed control. 
A Good Year Nevertheless 
Although farm ers’ cash receipts 
may drop to $25,000.000.000 this 
year, this is a huge sum even in 
this era of astronomical account­ 
ing. Farm ers, therefore, should not 
worry too much about loss of in­ 
come . If they must worry at all, 
it should be about loss of freedom. 
But if they practice self-discipline, 
they maY yet escape the chaffing 
shackles. 
Business in farm territories this 
year should be generally good. 
I 
believe, however, that farm ers will 
spend more* cautiously than here­ 
tofore 
If you have anything to 
sell in rural area«, make it good 
and price it right 
Farm ers will 
buy liberally in 1950-1951 only if 
business meets these simple speci­ 
fications.
